S.R.O. 56. —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 and 7 of the Works of Defence Act, 1903 (7 of 
1903), the Central Government, being of the opinion that it 
is necessary and expedient to impose restrictions upon 
the use and enjoyment of land in the vicinity of Indian 
Army Advance Landing Grounds, Helipads and Military 
Installations , hereby declares that such land shall be kept 
free from buildings and other obstructions and directs 
that:— 

(a) No building or construction on the surface, and 
no excavation, building or other construction below the 
surface shall be maintained or erected or no tree shall be 
planted on any land within the limits of 500 yards from the 
crest of the outer parapet except that the limit of 500 yards 
will extend to 1000 yards from and in line with the boundary 
of the bomb dump at Indian Army Advance Landing 
Grounds, Helipads and Military Installations as given

S.R.O. 57.—In exercise of powers conferred by 
Section 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby substitutes the SRO 31 dated 
02-08-2010 with this SRO and makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Navy Leave Regulations, 
1970, namely:— 
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1. (1) These regulations maybe called the Navy Leave 
(Amendment) Regulations, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Navy Leave Regulations, 1970:— 

(i) for regulation 18, the following shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“The maximum amount of casual leave that is 
admissible during the calendar year is 20 days, Leave upto 
20 days at a time may be granted at the discretion of the 
leave sanctioning authority.” ; 

(ii) for sub-regulation (2) of regulation 32, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 


“Normally, casual leave shall not be granted for more 
than 10 days at a time. Leave upto 30 days at a time may be 
granted at the discretion of leave sanctioning authority.”.
